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JUDGE  JOHN  E.  SWIFT 

Congratulations  are  extended  to  the  Honor- 
able John  E.  Swift,  '99,  who  was  elected  Su- 
preme Knight  of  the  Knights  of  Columbus  at 
the  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council 
held  at  Plattsburg,   New  York,  October  24. 

Judge  Swift  joined  the  Knights  of  Columbus 
May  28,  1912  as  a  member  of  Valencia  Council 
No.  80,  Milford,  Mass.  He  was  Deputy  Grand 
Knight  in  1918,  Grand  Knight  in  1919  and 
1920,  District  Deputy  in  1921,  1  922  and  1923, 
and  State  Secretary  in  1924-25  and  26.  On 
May  10,  1927,  hej  was  unanimously  elected 
State  Deputy  and  served  in  that  office  until 
1930.  Meanwhile,  on  September  12,  1927,  he 
was  chosen  to  serve  the  unexpired  term  of  the 
late  William  C.  Prout  on  the  Supreme  Board-of 
Directors,  and  continued  as  a  member  of  that 
body  until    1940. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council,  in 
Seattle,  August,  1939,  Judge  Swift  was  elected 
Deputy  Supreme  Knight  and  was  re-elected  to 
that  office  in  1941  and  1943.  Now  he  has  been 
elected   Supreme    Knight. 

In  addition  to  his  long  service  in  the  Knights 
of  Columbus,  Judge  Swift  has  held  public  office 
in  connection  with  the  departments  of  Educa- 
tion and  Finance  in  Massachusetts  and  has  been 
actively  interested  in  parochial  school  and  hos- 
pital work  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  High- 
way Commission  appointed  by  the  Governor  to 
codify  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  in  1915-16 
and  in  May,  1  933,  was  appointed  to  the  Superior 
Court  Bench  by  Governor  Ely. 

In  June,  1933,  the  College  conferred  upon 
him  the  honorary  degree  Doctor  of  Law  and  in 
1942,  His  Holiness  Pope  Pius  XII  elevated  him 


to  the  rank  of  Knight  Commander  of  the  Order 
of  St.    Gregory  the  Great. 

In  1917,  Judge  Swift  married  Emily  L.  Lee; 
they  have  four  children;  John  E.,  Jr.,  Marilyr' 
I.,  Francis  L.  and  Nancy  Lee.  Recently  his  son,. 
John,  was  promoted  to  lieutenant  commander 
in  the  Navy.

Below  are  given  digests  of  the  G.  I.  Bill  and  Public  Law  16  for  the  convenience  of  those  who 
are  not  acquainted  with  the  benefits  accorded  the  veteran  by  the  United  States  Government.  Wi^f 
are  indebted  to  the  National  Council  on  Education  for  this  concise  summary.

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ONE  WORLD  OR  SEVERAL  WORLDS? 
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J^i  ^'  The  expression  "One  World"  has  several 
"^'  mplications,  some  true,  some  false.  Like  most 
truisms  the  phrase  requires  clarification.  Our 
terrestrial  and  celestial  universe  may  be  re- 
garded as  one  amazing  reality  created  by  an 
ion  Omnipotent  God.  But  the  continents,  seas  and 
islands  which  form  our  world  are  not  one  nu- 
Tierically,  politically,  ethnically  or  spiritually. 
If  unity  means  the  absence  of  division,  it  is 
evident  that  some  races  and  nations  are  sep- 
arated from  others  by  wider  gulfs  than  the 
great  oceans  which   lie  between  them. 

These  vast  geographical  barriers  have  been 
reduced  in  size  by  modern,  scientific  modes  of 
travel.  Distance  and  security  have  yielded  to 
man's  ingenuity.  But  thus  far,  the  stronger 
barriers  have  resisted  all  attempts  of  serious- 
minded,  hopeful  men  to  make  the  world  logic- 
ally and  truly  one  in  international  objectives  and 
in  the  will  to  maintain  peace  and  preserve 
human  rights  by  just  and  reasonable  means. 
Any  talk  of  our  being  citizens  of  "one  world"  is 
sheer  nonsense,  if  by  "one  world"  we  mean 
nations  really  united  like  the  members  of  the 
human  body,  acting  in  harmony  and  animated 
by  one  mind  and  soul. 

The  fact  that  all  human  beings  are  brothers 
hasn't  resulted  in  brotherly  love  or  fraternal 
justice  among  men.  Obviously,  there  must  be 
something  more  effective  to  serve  as  a  practical 
ideal  for  our  hopes  of  a  united  world  of  nations. 
Before  such  a  hope  can  be  realized,  the  common 
Fatherhood  of  God  and  His  universal  law  of 
charity  and  justice  must  be  recognized  and 
accepted  by  nations  and  individuals.  Without 
a  common  assent  to  the  Divine  origin  of  the 
^1  principles  of  the  Natural  Law,  and  the  accept- 
"f  ance  of  the  true  spiritual  nature  and  dignity  of 
all  human  beings,  such  desirable  aims  as  inter- 
national justice  and  individual  personal  rights 
are  merely  fantastic. 

Recent  tragic  experience  has  amply  demon- 
strated the  Scriptural  truth  that  a  secure  build- 
ing, nation,  or  world  cannot  be  erected  on  an 
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FRANCIS  E.  LOW,  S.J., 

insecure  foundation.  No  sound  national  or  in- 
ternational super-structure  can  possibly  rest  on 
the  shifting  sands  of  atheism  or  state  absolutism 
or  tyranny.  The  peace  dreams  of  our  modern 
world  were  shattered  by  the  false,  godless  theo- 
ries of  Nazism  in  Germany,  pagan  militarism 
in  Japan,  and  atheistic  communism  in  Russia. 
Two  of  these  "one  world"  wreckers  have  been 
temporarily  conquered.  The  third,  which  em- 
bodies the  worst  features  of  the  other  two,  not 
only  remains,  but  strangely,  arrogantly  flour- 
ishes in  a  world  which  professes  to  despise  every 
totalitarian  form  of  government. 

Winston  Churchill  some  months  ago  said  that 
the  world  will  never  be  secure  as  long  as  one 
powerful  totalitarian  nation  exists  on  earth.  This 
fact  becomes  increasingly  evident.  What  to 
do  about  it  seems  to  be  the  "sixty-four  billion 
dollar  question"  of  the  hour.  The  best  practical 
answer  I  have  heard  is  given  in  the  November 
issue  of  the  "Catholic  World,"  by  Father  Gillis, 
one  of  America's  most  thoughtful  writers.  He 
says  that  Stalin  is  bluffing  and  that  now  is  the 
time  to  "call  his  bluff."  I  agree.  Stalin  is  not 
bluffing  or  merely  boasting  about  his  conquests. 
They  are  stark  realities  which  threaten  the  peace 
of  Europe,  Asia,  England  and  the  United  Na- 
tions. 

He  is  bluffing  when  he  claims  that  some  or 
all  of  these  questionable  conquests  are  neces- 
sary for  Russia's  national  security  or  that  the 
liberated  (?)  countries  are  free.  Stalin  is  bluff- 
ing also  in  his  avowed  intention  to  keep  at  any 
cost  the  prizes  won  by  unjust  aggression.  He 
simply  hasn't  the  military  or  naval  strength  (or 
courage)  to  face  three-fourths  of  a  world  united 
against  communism,  nor  the  necessary  moral 
unity  for  such  a  gigantic  task.  War  between 
Russia  and  the  United  States  can  be  avoided 
now  if  we  show  our  cards  and  talk  business, 
rather  than  make  appeasing  concessions.  If  we 
cajole  and  flatter  the  U.S.R.R.  for  five  or  ten 
more  years,  our  own  atom  bomb  will  be  used  by 
others  to  destroy  all  hope  of  a  secure,  peace- 
loving  world. 


THE  SENATOR  NEVER  DREAMED 


'-«^  "God  bless  my  soul,"  said  the  Senator. 
"Why,  this  is  amazing!  Positively  amazing!" 
The  red  on  the  magazine's  cover  flashed  in  his 
hand  as  he  punctuated  the  statement  by  thump- 
ing the  table.  "And  this  is  a  Cat-holic  maga- 
zine!   Why,  I  never  dreamed  .  .  ." 

No,  the  Senator  sitting  in  Washington's  Na- 
tional Press  Club,  talking  to  newspapermen, 
never  dreamed.  Never  dreamed  that  a  Catholic 
magazine  could  be  other  than  devotional.  Never 
dreamed  that  a  Catholic  publication  could  be 
alert,  aware,  alive  to  life  as  it  is  being  lived. 

No,  the  Senator  and  a  couple  of  dozen  million 
Catholics   never   dreamed    it   either. 

There's  the  pity  of  it  all — Catholics  them- 
selves have  so  unfortunately  false  an  idea  of 
what  is  meant  by  the  Catholic  Press.  Mention 
Catholic  paper,  and  the  thought  immediately 
conjured  up  is  that  of  an  ecclesiastical  bulletin. 
Mention  Catholic  magazine,  and  the  idea  awak- 
ened is  that  of  a  pious  little  periodical  or  a 
mission  journal.  Or  a  begging  sheet  that  has 
no  excuse  for  existence  other  than  to  beg. 

This  is  precisely  not  what  is  meant  by  the 
Catholic  Press.  So  to  limit  Catholic  journalism 
is  to  confine  it  to  its  least  important  aspects. 
It  is  like  limiting  sports  in  Catholic  colleges  to 
ping  pong  and  volley  ball.  Catholic  institutions 
have  been  fairly  famous  for  throwing  their 
weight  around  in  the  major  sports.  But  Cath- 
olics in  this  country  have  cut  themselves  off 
from  the  broader  pastures  of  journalism. 

Devotional  and  doctrinal  literature  are  im- 
portant. A  vehicle  to  disseminate  diocesan  and 
parochial  items  of  Catholic  interest  is  important. 
But  these  are  only  a  segment  of  that  vast  field 
the  Catholic  Press  should  cover.  For  the  truth 
of  the  matter  is,  of  course,  that  Catholic  jour- 
nalism differs  not  a  whit  from  secular  jour- 
nalism save  In  the  all-important  fact  of  view- 
point.  The  field  of  news  is  the  same.   The  cover-

aqe  should  be  the  same.  Only  the  principles  byy 
which  the  news  is  judged  are  different. 

Only   the    principles.      But  what  a   world  ofl 
difference  that  makes.     On  every   issue  of  the« 
day,  on  every  international,  national,  or  domestic( 
problem,  not  only  the  editorial   page,   but   thee 
news  itself  is  slanted,  partially  reported,  or  eveni 
suppressed.     Without  fearlessly  and  judiciouslyv 
complete  coverage  of  the  truth,  without  editorial 
opinion  based  on  Christian  principles,  the  read- 
ers of  the  nation  cannot  but  have  a  faulty  judg- 
ment on  matters  even   of  great  weight.      And: 
this  includes  America's  Catholic  readers. 

Yet  the  over  twenty  million  Catholics  in  these 
United  States  have  not  one  single  Catholic  daily 
paper   of  their  own.      There   are,   according   to 
1944  figures,  only  268,915  Christian  Scientists^ 
in  this  country.     Yet  they   manage  to  publishi 
one  of  the  finest  dailies  in  the  land — the  Chris- 
tian  Science   Monitor.      Comparisons   need   notf 
be  odious.      Should  Catholics  be   aware  of  the? 
need  for  a  genuinely  Catholic   Press,   it  wouldi 
seem  that  a  group  that  numbers   itself   in  the 
millions  could    find    means   to   support    it.       Itt 
would    seem    that    Catholic    dailies    could    be^ 
launched  at  least  in  large  centers  of  Catholicity. 
It  would  seem  that  Catholic  periodicals  of  the 
physical  caliber  and  circulation  of  the  national 
weekly  and  monthly  magazines  could  be  built 
up.     It  would  seem  that  way. 

But  Catholics  must  first  see  the  need.  No 
less  an  authority  than  Pope  Pius  XII  has 
sounded  the  warning  that  a  powerful  current  of* 
black  paganism  is  "sweeping  over  peoples  today, 
carrying  along  in  its  onward  rush,  newspapers, 
magazines,  moving  pictures,  breaking  down  the 
barriers  of  self-respect  and  decency,  undermin- 
ing the  foundations  of  Christian  culture  and 
education". 

If  this  be  true,  then  can  there  be  any  quib- 
bling over  the  need  for  a  Catholic  Press?    And: 
if  the  necessity  be  admitted,   then   isn't  there 
an  old  saying  about  necessity  being  the  mother

In  his  first  address  to  the  clergy  of  Boston 
immediately  after  the  installation  ceremonies  a 
/ear  ago  Archbishop  Cu&hing  stated:  "We 
should  welcome  a  state  of  things  that  will  bring 
home  to  us  in  sober  fact  that  although,  being 
shepherds,  we  have  to  lead  our  flocks,  yet  we 
are  not  by  right  the  overlords  of  our  people;  we 
nre  their  servants. 

"And  they  are  asking  for  our  service"  chafing 
for  action,  a  flock  after  the  very  heart  of  that 
tireless  shepherd,  Pius  XI.  'Remind  the  laity,'  he 
wrote  to  Bishops  22  years  ago,  'that  when  they 
go  to  work  in  earnest,  both  privately  and  pub- 
licly, under  your  leadership  and  the  guidance 
of  the  clergy,  to  see  to  it  that  Christ  is  known 
and  loved,  then  certainly  they  will  deserve,  in 
the  highest  degree,  to  be  hailed  as  what  Saint 
Peter  called  them,  'a  chosen  race,  a  royal  priest- 
hood, a  purchased  people.' 

"I  do  not  need  tO'  remind  our  people  in  this 
way;  they  are  asking  for  leadership,  organiza- 
tion, instruction.  They  long  to  give  expression 
to  the  faith  in  a  way  that  will  make  this  a  Cath- 
olic community,  not  in  word  only,  but  in  spirit, 
m  deed  and  in  truth." 

The  ideas  of  a  year  ago  are  now  being  real- 
ized in  the  reorganization  of  the  Holy  Name 
Society  in  the  diocese,  guided  by  Rev.  Frederic 
J.  Allchin,  '00,  director,  and  Rev.  Daniel  J. 
hfDonovan,  '16,  executive  secretary.  Expressing 
his  attitude  about  the  Holy  Name  Society,  Arch- 
bishop Gushing  has  stated:  "The  tragic  times 
in  which  we  live  demand  a  strong  organization 
of  Catholic  laymen  who  aspire  to  live  in  accord- 
ance with  the  highest  Christian  ideals.  Pagan- 
ism in  many  forms  has  long  been  on  the  march 
in  our  day.  It  can  only  be  counteracted  by  living 
the  Gospel  of  Christ.

BASKETBALL 


NATHANIEL  J.  HASENFUS,  '22 


Back  in  1917  a  splendid  Mt.  St.  Joseph's 
baseball  team  visited  University  Heights.  In 
those  days,  when  Jimmy  Fitzpatrick  southpawed 
his  superfast  ball  and  the  tantalizing  curve  that 
Larry  Gardner  said  was  the  best  curve  of  any 
left-hander  that  he  had  seen  outside  the  Big 
League,  we  all  sat  back  and  expected  a  victory. 
But  Mt.  St.  Joseph's  won  that  game  by  the  high 
score  of  9-2.  And  the  Mt.  St.  Joseph's  pitcher 
who  opposed  Fitzie  and  who  turned  back  a  very 
good  Boston  College  team  was  the  gigantic  Al- 
bert McClellan,  now  back  at  the  Heights,  not  as 
a  pitcher,  but  as  one  of  the  outstanding  basket- 
ball coaches  in  the  East. 

Few  know  that  the  first  attempt  to  make  bas- 
ketball an  intercollegiate  sport  at  B.  C.  took 
place  in  1900  on  James  Street  and  that  the 
attempt  failed  only  because  all  sports  were  cur- 
tailed at  the  time.  Because  of  this,  the  actual 
fielding  of  a  team  was  set  back  for  five  years, 
but  in  1  905  Manager  Supple,  aided  by  Mr.  Hig- 
gins,  the  coach,  arranged  a  long  schedule  of  col- 
lege and  club  games.  Captain  Lyons,  the  first 
captain,  was  a  star,  as  was  also  Henry  McGuin- 
ness,  later  an  outstanding  official.  Among  the 
twenty  games  played  were  victories  over  Tufts, 
Andover  and  B.U.,  while  the  James  Street  boys 
were  beaten  by  such  giants  as  Harvard  and  Dart- 
mouth. In  this  first  year  of  the  sport.  Holy 
Cross  proved  too  strong,  but  the  competition 
given  by  B.C.  was  noteworthy.  Appearing  for 
B.C.  were  Mulcahy,  Fitzgerald,  Lyons,  McAloon, 
Supple,  Sheedy  and  McGuinness.  To  give  all 
boys  a  chance,  not  only  a  first  but  also  a  second 
team  was  formed  in  this  very  first  year. 

Basketball  continued  through  1906-7-8-9- 
10-11.  Captain  Fitzgerald  in  1907,  Bernie 
O'Kane  and  Nick  Flatley  were  stars.  The  fea- 
ture of  1906  was  a  22-20  loss  to  Holy  Cross. 
Following  these  1  906  stars  were  two  outstanding 
captains.  Matt  Duggan  and  Johnny  Churchward. 
Duggan,  who  scored  50  points  for  his  team,  was 
the  fastest  player  to  appear  at  B.C.  up  to  this 
time,  while  Churchward  was  clever  and  smart. 
The  basketball  played  by  these  pioneer  teams 
was  excellent  and  augured  well  for  the  future, 
but  when  the  College  moved  to  University 
Heights  no  practice  court  was  available,  and 
with  no  place  to  work  out  teams  were  not  pos- 
sible, and  reluctantly  the  sport  was  dropped. 
Yet  at  the  time  much  material  was  lost — such 
men  as  Gallagher,  Fleming  and  other  players 
just  as  good. 
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Not  until  1917  did  B.C.  field  another  team. 
Then  with  the  influx  of  members  of  the  great 
B.C.H.  teams  of  the  era,  a  club  was  formed. 
The  team  of  1917  was  very  good,  showing  such 
stars  as  Tom  Gately,  a  clever  captain,  Jim  Hol- 
land, Babe  Ramisch,  Connie  Manley,  Walsh  and 
Doherty,  all  in  the  lineup  of  the  team  that  faced 
New  Hampshire  in  the  first  game  of  the  new 
era.  The  outstanding  player  of  the  day  was  the 
great  Luke  Urban,  the  Ail-American  end,  who 
was  better  in  basketball  than  he  was  on  the 
gridiron.  Jimmy  Fitzpatrick,  Ben  Roderick,  Jerry 
Mahoney,  John  Curtin,  and  a  host  of  others 
teamed  for  the  clubs  of  the  early  20's.  Tommy 
Murphy,  Bill  Melley,  Frank  Mooney  and  Jim 
Hickey  followed  these  men;  then  came  Ed  Har- 
rison, Harold  and  Gratton  O'Connell  and  Andy 
Carroll.  Owen  Murphy  and  Waldron  were  later 
stars,  and  Herb  Stokinger  did  well  in  1925. 
Captain  Andy  Carroll  had  great  prospects  in 
1926,  but  unfortunately  basketball  was  dropped 
as  a  major  sport  before  his  team  took  the  court. 
The  whole  period  from  1917  to  1925  had  been 
marked  by  a  spirit  of  excellent  competition, 
especially  in  the  Holy  Cross  series,  while  one  of 
the  greatest  athletes  in  New  England  history, 
Rusty  Yarnell,  sparked  a  splendid  Vermont 
team  that  was  one  of  the  finest  met  by  the 
Eagles  in  all  that  time. 

From   1926  to  the   present  there  have  beem 
abortive  attempts  to  reinstate  the  sport.     Mem 
of   the   athletic   prowess   of    Bernie    Kilroy,    Patf 
Creeden,     Harry     Downes,     Fred     Moncewicz,, 
George   Colbert,    Ted    Galligan,    Peter   Chesnu- 
levich,  Johnny  Freitas,  Jim  Cahill,  Fella  Gintoff, 
Cap   Bryan,    Woronicz,    Maznicki,    Micky   Con- 
nolly and  Ed  Zabilski   have  appeared  on   infor- 
mal teams  and  have  kept  alive  the  spirit  of  bas- 
ketball, and  their  unheralded  work  is  now  pay- 
ing  dividends   in  the   reestablishment  of   inter- 
collegiate basketball. 

We  will  have  a  good  team  here  at  the  Heights. 
We  will  lose  games,  because  although  we  have 
practically  a  freshman  team,  we  are  stacking  up 
against  champions,  such  as  N.Y.U.  and  St. 
John's  University,  Dartmouth,  Villanova,  as  well 
as  resuming  the  traditional  series  with  Holy. 
Cross.  Work  is  cut  out  for  our  lads,  for  as 
McClellan  says,  "We  are  playing  a  major  sched- 
ule with  only  players  for  a  good  New  England 
team;  in  fact  we  are  meeting  the  best  in  the 
East."

Brown  had  a  crisp  at- 
tack, made  possible  by  a  smooth-working  in- 
terference that  blasted  holes  in  the  Eagle  fron- 
tier for  Kavanjian,  having  one  of  his  best  days, 
to  sweep  to  touchdowns.  Yet  it  was  in  the  line 
that  B.  C.  was  overwhelmed  but  through  Brown's 
alertness  in  pass  defense,  for  four  B.  C.  passes 
were  intercepted,  three  of  them  for  touchdowns, 
as  Brown  looked  like  an  unbeatable  team.

King's  Point,  the  new  Merchant  Marine  Acad- 
emy, at  beautiful  King's  Point,  N.  Y.,  defeated 
the  Eagles  in  the  most  exciting  contest  of  the 
entire  year,  for  the  33-20  game  saw  B.  C.  at 
its  best.  The  game  was  dominated  by  Bob 
Pfo'hl,  an  Ail-American  back  from  Purdue,  who 
was  one  of  the  cleverest  backs  seen  by  the 
Eagles  all  year  long.  Yet  the  Newton  boys  were 
"up"  for  this  game,  and  had  they  stayed  on  the 
ground  perhops  would  have  won,  for  they  pound- 
ed out  18  first  downs,  mostly  due  to  the  spec- 
acular  running  of  Longval.  Pfohl,  who  had 
scored  three  touchdowns  against  Northwestern 
in  1944,  equalled  this  hat  trick  on  this  day, 
and  he  passed  beautifully  when  he  was  not  car- 
rying. Tom  Carney's  two  touchdowns  led  B.  C.'s 
scoring,   and   Longval    ran   for  the  third. 

Villanova,  a  Navy  team,  smashed  out  a  41-0 
win  over  the  Eagles,  who  held  their  sturdier  and 
more  rugged  adversaries  to  a  lone  touchdown 
in  the  first  half.  An  injury  to  Bennett  on  the 
kickoff  ruined  the  fast  back  for  the  rest  of  the 
year,  and  he  played  no  more  football  all  season. 
Tom  Carney  was  injured  also  in  the  first  period, 
and  with  both  backs  out,  the  Eagles  were  over- 
whelmed in  the  second  half. 

Scanton  University  was  defeated  in  the  first 
contest  ever  held  between  the  two  colleges, 
B.  C.  pounding  out  a  12-0  victory.  Scores  were 
made  by  Carney,  after  a  brilliant  pass  recep- 
tion, and  by  Bill  English,  who  carried  well  all 
afternoon.  The  best  passer  of  the  whole  year 
faced  B.  C.  in  the  person  of  Denoia,  a  left- 
handed,  17  year  old  freshman,  who  threw  pass 
after  pass  after  he  had  seemingly  been  bottled 
up.  Like  Koslowski,  who  passed  B.  C.  dizzy  on 
the  following  Sunday,  Denoia  was  a  real  star. 

The  season  ended  with  the  traditional  Holy 
Cross  game,  the  Cross  scoring  the  widest  margin 
of  victory  in  the  fifty-year  series  —  46-0.  B.  C. 
made  a  game  of  it  for  the  first  period,  trailing 
7-0  at  the  quarter;  then  the  undermanned  Bos- 
ton squad  was  defeated  decisively  by  the  super- 
play  of  a  well-balanced,  well-coached  club 
sparked  by  Dieckelman,  Joe  Byers  and  Koslow- 
ski. 

All  in  all,  although  the  season  was  not  par- 
ticularly successful  in  the  number  of  games 
won,  still  the  Eagles  had  their  moments  of  vic- 
tory, too,  and  a  lesson  on  sportsmanship  was 
taught  to  many  units  in  the  country.  That  les- 
son is  that  Boston  College  is  willing  to  take  the 
bitter  with  the  sweet  and  that  it  thinks  more  of 
giving  the  boys  a  chance  to  play  football  rather 
than  merely  to  protect  a  proud  record  that  has 
been  set  up  in  past  campaigns.
